Gompers Strikes Courts. 


Mr. Gompéfs struggled through a num- 
ber of further interruptions and finally 
got a hearing for his views as to arbi- 
tration. 

“It will be a choice,” said he, “‘between 
yoluntary arbitration and compulsory ar- 
bitration, where the jail will await those 
who will not work under a settlement or- 
dered by the courts. Our experience of 
courts has not been such as to warrant 
us in meme our industrial interests in 
the hands of the gentlemen who preside 
on the bench.” 

William H. Sayward, secretary of the 
National Association of Builders, spoke 
of the obstacles encountered in the ef- 
forts in which he had been concerned to 
bring the employers and workingmen to- 
gether on amicable terms. He said that 
he at last saw light and felt confident 
that the pl@fis devised by the committee 
of conciliation of the National Civic Fed- 
eration would bear fruit in the drawing 
together of capital and labor and the pre- 
vention of strikes. 

Herman Justi, commissioner of the Illi- 
nois Coal Operators’ Association, spoke

Report on Conciliation.

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RAILROADS BUILD WALL 
ABOUT SOUTHERN TRADE 


Freight Rates from Ohio River to 
South Keep Western Manufac- 
turers Out of This Terri- 
tory—Rates Made To 
Aid the East.

Washington, May 8.—E. P. Wilson, sec- 
retary of the National Association of 
Manufacturers and various other trade 
organizations of Cincinnati, testified be- 
fore the industrial commission today con- 
cerning railroad freight rates from the 
Ohio river southward. 

He said that Cincinnati and other west- 
ern cities had suffered since 1879 from dis- 
crimination on the part of the rallroads 
in the carrying of merchandise and man- 
ufactured articles in the interest of the 
eastern seaboard. The case had, he said, 
been presented to the interstate com- 
merce commission. but while the com- 
mission had recognized the injustice of 
it and had issued an order for the dis- 
continuance of the practice, no attention 
had been paid to it. 

Mr. Wilson said that the discrimina- 
tion against Ohio river points is the 
result of an agreement which was en- 
tered into almost a quarter of a century 
ago between the Atlantic coast reads 
running south and the roads running 
south from the river. 


Advanced Rates. 


In accordance with tha'/agreement, the 
Ohio river roads had advanced the rates 
on manufactured articles and had kept 
them so high as to practically exclude 
the manufactured articles of the west 
from that market, notwithstanding the 
manufacturing centers.in that time had 
moved rapidly westward. So great had 
thig preference been that many western 
manufacturers had found it profitable to 
establish warehouses in Atlantic seaboard 
cities for the distribution of their wares 
through thg south rather than to. attempt 


' to get them intothatterritory through the 


natural channels, which were the west- 
ern. roads running southward. Often the 
rates, he ‘said, from Cincinnati to south- 
ern points were greater than from New

Commission No Good. 

Speaking of the intergtate commerce 
commission, Mr. Wilson said that while 
the opinions of the commission might be 
of value from an educational point of 
view, they had no binding force. Mr. 
Wilson said that Cincinnati never would 
consent to’ the sale of the Cincinnati 
Southern road. 

In the afternoon. the commission lis- 
tened to a statement from Mr. 
Griffith. of the Denver chamber of com- 
merce. who read a document prepared by 
the chamber, complaining of freight rate 
discriminations against the city on the 
part of the railrgad companies. It was 
represented. that this practice grows 
largely out of the fact that the Missouri 
river is made the base of western rates. 
The opinion was expressed that this base. 
should be moved westward to the longi- 
tude of Denver. The chamber of com- 
merce also made complaint of instability 
of railroad rates, and a plea was made 
for uniform and-stable charges. 


FAREWELL TO COMPETITION 


Railroad Men and Mine Operators 


Reach an Agreement. 

Washington, May 8&—Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad officials*and operators in 
the New river coal region of West “ir- 
ginia today concluded their conference.. 
The railroad S€6fficials claimed that an 
agreement had*been reached under which 
the ruinous competition that has existed 
between various operators, involving cut 
prices and other means of obtaining busi- 
ness, will be discontinued and a uniform 
price on each of the various grades of the 
output maintained. The operators, how: 
ever, claim that no definite agreement 
was reached. ; 

An agreement was reachéd to continue 
the coal selling agencies throughout the 
west and northwest and the present meth- 
ods of selling the product there, but there 
will be unification of interests in the 
agencies. With the possible exception of 
one operator, it wag decided that the en- 
tire output of the New river region going 
eastward, both for inland and tidewater 
points, will be handled through one com-

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THEY ARE CLAMORING FOR WORK 


SEA SPORTS WITH SAILORS) 


For Four Months the Maria 0. Teel 
Was Buffeted. 


STORM FOLLOWED STORM 


Near Her Destination Twice, But 
Was Blown to Sea by Terrific 
Storms. 


New York, May 8—After a passage of 
nearly four months from Port Tampa, the 
four-masted schooner Maria O. Teel, of 
Boston, arrived in New York harbor this 
morning, and proceeded to Carteret, N. J., 
to discharge her cargo of phosphate rock. 


The remarkab‘e passage of the Teel was, 


due to encounters with terrific’ gales, 
which. drove her nearly half across the 
Atlantic, and by. putting into St. Thomas. 
Fortunately no loss of life was sustained 
during the perilous struggle, and the dam- 
ages to the schooner were mostly to the 
upper works, gearing and sails. 

On February 4th the Teel was off the 
mouth of the Delaware, when the first 
gale struck her in which she was driven 
600 miles east of Bermuda, had her for- 
ward house and bulwarks stove, galley 
flooded, dry provisions destroyed and with 
the heavy straining of the Vesse] a leak 
was started in the top sides. Many of the 
sails were biown away, but the schooner 
by making the best use of what was left, 
sueceeded in reaching St. Thomas, D. W. 
I., March 9th. 

After being supplied with new sails from 
Philadelphia she proceeded on her voy- 
age on April 6th; and on April 2th was 
off Barnegat, when she was caught in an- 
other gale; blown out to sea again, and 
has been ever since getting,"back to the 
coast.

A TABLET FOR ANDERSONVILLE 


It Will Be Erected in Honor of the 
Massachusetts Dead. 

Boston, May 8.—At the meeting of the 
executive council tcday plans were ap- 
proved for the monumental] tablet to be 
erected'at Andersonville next fall to mark 
the spot where 767 soldiers of Massachu- 
:etts lost their lives in the union cause. 

This memorial was authorized by the 
legislature last year, whén an appropria- 
tion of $8,000 was made. 

The memorial wil) be constructed en- 
tirely of Quincy granite. It is fourteen 
feet high. The memorial tablet will rest 
on a base of three face stones and the 
whole will be surmounted by a granite 
ball two feet six inches in diameter. Ap- 
propriate inscriptions and figures in bas 
relief will adorn the monument.

Jacksonville, Fla., May 8&—The ‘full 
meaning of the’ widé-spread suffering in 
Jacksonville was realiged today when ft 
was announced in one of the meetings 
that a great number of men who had 
never been used te manual labor were 
clamoring for work. Among them were 
clerks, collectors, boekkeepers and even 
profesisonal men, three young physicians 
especially declaring .their eondition des- 
titute, as they had lest their wardrobes, 
libraries, office fixtures and everything in 
the fire. The department of labor has un- 
dertaken to give clerical employment to 
all of these applicants, 

The exécutivé committee @f the Relief 
Association arranged today to establish 
a sewing tent and twenty-five sewing ma- 
chines were ordered and other _appur- 
tenances, which will enable the seamm- 
stresses who have lost everything to get 
to work again, anu they will relieve the 
condition of the fire sufferers who haye 
lost all clothing but the clothes they are 
wearing. 

A laundry will also be erected and the 
colored laundresses will be started in 
business again. .

Two carloads of clothing-and provisiord 
and one carload of potatoes arrived this 
morning from New York on The New 
York special relief train, and the arrival 
of the goods’ greatly relieved the situa-

class who had been hiding their desperate 
condition were relieved. 

The sewers have become clogged up ow- 
ing to the ‘broken pipes throughout the. 
city, and a force of a hundred men was 
put to work today cleaning the pipes and 
flushing the sewers. In the several tented 
villages a sanitary force was put to work 
and it is believed with an exercise of 
great care that all danger from typhoid 
fever will be eliminated. 


Still Under Martial Law. 


The city is still under martial law, and 


560 men and 43 officers control the city 


under Colonel Lovell. 

Over $500,000 worth of insurance has al- 
ready been paid by the adjusters and the 
people are commencing ‘the erection. of 
temporary places of business and dwell- 
ings. A new Windsor hotel is to. he 
erected at the eost of $300,000, and work 
was commenced today clearing away the 
debris for the leying of the foundation. 
The Gardner building, of eight stories, 
will also be erected at once on the old 
tite. 

Tocay one other body was found in the 
ruins, that of Mrs. Solon Robinson, whos? 
late husband was a member of the staff 
of The Ntéw York Tribune. Nothing 1e- 
mained to tell the story of her death 
but a cupful of bones, which were found 
in the debris of her !ate home on Church 
street. 

Relief is coming in generously on every 
train, and the subscription list to date 
errounts to about $85.000, with promises 
of aid from many places which has not 
yet arrived. Commissaries have now been 


established all over the city., 


Mayor on Situation. 

New Ycrk, May 8.—A telegram was re- 
ceived toc@y by the relief committee of 
the Merchants’ Association from Mayor 
Rewren, of Jacksonville, in which he 
Hays: 

‘The city is under martial law and good 
orcer is being maintained. Other places 
throuzhout tke country are sending us 
supplies, and it is impossible for us at 
this time to designate what we particu- 
larity stand mest in need of. The busi- 
1ess firms in that part of the city not 
destroyed have been the largest contrib- 
utors, and we desire to buy from them 
what they have. They have ordered eup- 
piles in large quantities and consequently 
money contributed can be used to the 
best advantage in the future.”’ 

The total amount of the subscriptions 
which have been received and acknowl- 
edged to date is $36,769.

Situation at Barcelona Is Reported aa 
ary Serious. 


Paris. May 8.—A dispatch to The Temps 
from Madrid says disorders were renewed 
at Barcelona thi; morning and were rie- 
oroyply repressed by troops ahd gen- 
darmes. 

The Spanish governmé@nt attributes the 
trouble to foreign and Manish anarchists 
who have returned fr exile and who 
are co-operating with( 9% extreme social- 
ists. There have been} @@mbers of arrests, 
especially of foreign @@farchists, and tire- 
arms, knives and hand biils urging in- 
eendiarism have been seized. The Span- 
ish authorities declare they have rarely 
seen a mob as violent as yesterday's and 
‘today’s. 

The Madrid press calls on the govern- 
ment to vigorously suppress the Catalan 
movement. 

Many Rioters Shot. 

London, May 8.—Specia! dispatches from 
Madrid this morning describe serious con- 
ditions at Barcelona and assert that sev- 
eral rioters have already been shot after 
drumhead courtmartials. Collisions with 
fatal consequences have occurred between 
the troops and the strikers. 


MEN ARE KILLED AND EATEN. 


Two Missionaries Fall Victims to 
: Cannibals. 

Brisbane, Queensland, May 8.—A search 
which has returned from New 
Guinea, discovered the half eaten remains 
of the Rev. James Chalmers and the Rev. 
Oliver Tomkins, of the London Missionary 
Society, who were massacred in April by 
natives of Fly River, New Guinea, after 
a tribal fight. ‘ 

It apears that when the party of Mr. 
Chalmers approached the shore they were 
surrounded by a fleet of canoes filled with 
armed natives. They were never seen 
again. ™ 

The punitive expedition partly destroyed 
the villages ahd canoes of the district 
where the massacre occurred and killed 
twenty-four natives. 


INSURGENT GOVERNOR YIELDS 


Colonel Astilla Surrenders with 0Of- 
ficers and Men. 

Manila, May 8.—Colonel Astilla, the in- 
surgent governor of Infanta province, has 
surrendered with ten officers, 180 men, 170 
rifles and ten cannon. 

The United States Philppine commis- 
sion has decided to establish an insular 
government printing plant. 

Provost General Davis is preparing rec- 
ommendations to submit to the commis- 
sion for a separate scheme of city gov- 
ernment in Manila. 

The commiszicn favors a plan of federal 
contrcl, similar. to thdt of Washington 
and the City of Mexico. Ordinances are 
in course of preperation. 


HEIR COMING TO ROYAL HOUSE

BATTLE RAGED HOTLY 
FOR NORTHERN PACIFIC 


While Magnates Struggled for Con- 
trol of Road, Speculators Un- 
loaded All Through List. 
Acute .Alarm Was 
Caused.

New York. May 8.—The stock market 
was utterly demoralized this morning by 
the development in Northern Pacific. 
What were only sinister rumors yester- 
day had taken form in positive asser- 
tions that the Harriman interests, in re- 
taHation for the recent attempt to secure 
control of Union Pacific, had turned upon 
the Morgan-Hill interests and had wrest- 
ed from thém the control of the Northern 
Patific. The competitive buying which re- 
suited caused a virtual corner in the 
stock to the discomfiture and panic of a 
very large short intérest. 

The collateral consequences of the open 
war thus disclosed between the most 
powerful financial interests in the coun- 
try caused acute alarm among the large 
interests long of the market on the sup- 
position that the great financial in- 
terests of the country were working in 
accord to secure a harmonious community 
of interests throughout the entire world. 
The Harriman interests, supposedly 
backed by the Goulds and Standard Oi! 
interests. in bitter warfare with the Van- 
derbilt-Morgan-Hill interests, offered 
alarming suggestions to the 
imagination of speculators. While shorts 
were hidding anw prices for Northern Pa- 
cific, therefore, speculators were unload- 
ing other stocks all through the list. 

Violent Fluctuations. 

-By some means Northern Pacific had 
been forced 10% points under last night? 
close in the London market this morning. 
The opening sale here was of 2,000 shares 
at 155, a rise of 11%. over last night's close 
here and of 22% ever the morning’s. Lon- 
don price. On ‘subsequent purchase of 
blocks not exce tr 2,000 shares, 
Prive jumped 5 fat a time to 


points:on.a sale. of 300 siiares was. record- 
ed on the down grade. ‘The price fluctu- 
ated. violently afterwards below 155 and 
145. The preferred stock broke 9 points 
with the rest of the market. Canadian Pa- 
cific broke 4% and then rallied 6%, Open- 
ing losses in other stocks ran from 1 to 
3%. Union Pacific rose a fraction, broke 
3 and then came back 3, measuring the 
hopes of advantage to the stock from the 
Northern Pacific. Some-of the most ur- 
gent buying of Northern Pacific came 
from arbitrage houses, showing that for- 
eigners were largely represented in the 
short interest. The disorder on the stock 
exchange was extreme during the first 
hour, but strong rallies in the general 
market and the relapse in Northern Pa- 
cific reassured holders and the market be- 
came quieter. 


Market Very Nervous. 


The market showed an under-current of 
nervousness. but presented~ a much 
stronger front on small dealings. At noon 
the market was quieter than for months 
and there was a general disposition tc 
trade cautiously. Northern Pacific pur- 
sued a very erratic course after midday. 
The price got up to 170 again. But fears 
that absorption of Burlington might be 
jeopardized by developments in Northern 
Pacific caused Burlington to break. The 
whole market then. broke with violence. 
A brief rally met with heavy selling again 
and prices slumped at such a rate during 
the last hour that panic conditions pre- 
vailed. Holdings were thrown over with- 
out regard to prices and changes of half 
a point between sales were the rule in. 
active stocks. There were. occasional 
feverish pauses in the downward course 
due to desperate attempts to check the 
liquidation. but thelr duration was only 
momentary. 

United States Steel stock suddenly col- 
lapsed, the common falling 6% and the 
preferred 11, by rapid stages. As the de- 
cline reached greater proportions and 
wiped out the more strongly margined ac- 
counts the weight of the offerings in- 
creased and the confusion and nervous- 
ness seemed to deprive the operators of 
their power of judgment. 

When United States Steel preferred ha;<¢ 
reached a decline of 12 points apparently 
unlimited buying orders appeared tk. the 
stock which rallied it 8 points. There were 
other rallies in sympathy. In the closirt 
dealings the market continued its wild 
and erratic character, sudden rebounds 
in some points being off-set by renewed 
declines on others. y 

The trading was so active in the last 
heur of business that it was imposs ble 
for the ticker tc keep wp with quotations 
and it was not urtil twenty-one minutes 
after the close of the dav’s session that 
all of the transactions had been record: 
on the tape. This is unprecedented. the 
tickers usually being within a minute of 
the market. 


Burlington Deal in Jeopardy. 


The fundamental fact in the Northern 
Pectic situation today was that tl# 
Burlington deal is placed in jeopardy, as 
matters stand at present. Union Pacific 
interests. who were alarmed at the dan- 
ger to their property lving in Burlington's 
control. by the Northern Trans-Continen- 
tal lines, have bought enough Northern 
Pacific stock to prevent the ratification of 
the Rurlington purchase by the Northern 
Pacific shareholders unless some agree- 
ment'is made with them which will ‘pro- 
tect their interests sufficiently. 

The corner in the shares was unpremed- 
itated. That development resulted, it is 
sald, from Mr. Keene’s clever apprecia- 
tion of-the situation.in the stock, the 
legitimate demand for which had heavily 
reduced the floating supply. The corner 
is a seeondary aspect, though the more 
spectacular one to the pubiic,. in a move- 
ment of far-reaching consequences—pos- 
sibly putting a stop to the plans for the 
greatest of railroad mergers. upsetting 
Presiden+ Hill’s audacious plan to have 
Northern Pacific control Burlington's 
operations. .

He Filed from Cleveland Some Days

Seattle, Wash., May 8.—A man believed 
to be R. N. Pollock, the missing bank 
president from Cleveland, O., ended hig 
life here today in the Hotel York by send- 
ing a bullet through his brain. A rasor, 
a two ounce box of rough on rats and a 
phial containing 100 tablets of aconite 
were found near at hand. 

Ali papers belonging to the man had 
been burned before committing the deed, 
Pollock arrived here Monday and register- 
ed as James Fisher. He failed to appear 
during the next day and his room was 
finally broken into. No clew was obtained 
in the room, but the name of R. N. Pol- 
lock was found sewed on the inside of hig 
coat; placed there by » Cleveland, O., 
tailor, 

_ Condition of Bank Not Known. 

Cleveland, O., May 8.-R. N. Pollock, 
who killed himse’f in Seattie today, was 
the president of the Cuyahoga Savings 
and Banking Company of this city. Me 
was thirty-eight years old, married and 
had three children. He Was the pro- 
moter of the bank which closed its doors 
last Monday. Pollock disappeared tep 
days ago and had not been definitely lo. 
cated until news of the suicide reached 
here tonight. — 

The condition of the bank is yet a mat- 
ter of conjecture, its books being in the 
hands of the receiver. The bank Had de> . 
posits at one time to the. extent Of $540). — 
00. The effect of rumérs of the bank's 
weakness was feared and:to avold the 
outcome of. an -immediate. demand fot 
such a large sum of monéy, the directors 
decided to suspend business and a re 
ceiver was appointed. Other Cleveland 
bankers, it is said, would have gone t@. 
the assistance of the Cuyahoga bank had 
they been asked.

The receiver of the bank stated tonight 
that Pollock did not take the money that 
was in the bank at the time of his leaving 
the city, and it is bélieved that knowing 
that a crisis was near Pollock sought 
safety in flight.

Quite a 
number of the commissioners took part in 
this discussion, arguments being pro and 
con. The prevailing sentiment seemed to 
Be against the state adopting uniform 
textbooks. 

Hon, Lawton B. Evans, of Augusta, led 
an interesting discussion on ‘Decorating 
Rural Schoolhouses and Grounds,” giving 
a number of valuable ideas how to make 
the country schools much more attractive 


to both teachers and scholars.

At the conclusion of the morning ses- 
sion the members of the convention ac- 
cepted the invitation of President Bran- 
gon to visit the State Normal school. 
They were delighted with the work being 
done there, but were impressed with the 
great need of larger and more convenient 
recitation rooms. This school is peculiar- 
ly the school nearest to the hearts of the 
county schoo] commisisoners, furnishing 
as it does large numbers of teachers to 
the schools over which they exercise ju- 
risdiction in their respective counties. 

. This afternoon the convention took in 
the University of Georgia, visiting the 
different buildings on thé campus and 
being delighted with.their inspection of 
the state’s chief educational institution. 
he afternoon session contained two 
important features. The discussion upon 
“School Libraries; How To Secure and 
Use Them,’’ led by Hon. W. R. Power, 
of Cobb county, was full of interest. The 
talks of different commissioners on ‘this 
subject demonstrated the fact that inter- 
est in Hbraries is being largely increased 
in Georgia every year.

Ifthe Negro Is Captured He Will 
Probably Be Put to Death. 
There Is Talk of. Burning 
Him at Stake—Great 
Excitement. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 8&.—{(Specia!l.)— 
From Springsville, St. Clair county, a 
community on the Alabama Great South- 
ern railroad, forty. miles north of here, 
comes a horrible assault of a prominent 
young lady en route to her home from 
eollege. A negro who is charged with 
having committed’ the horrible assault is 
now being hunted for by an infuriated 
mob of citizens, and if he is caught there 
will be a warm time in that vicinity. Miss 
Dell Garrett. the eighteen-year-old daugh- 
ter of J. L. Garrett, a well-known citizen 
of St. Clair county, was on her way home 
from college yesterday afternoon, long be- 
fore dark, when she was assaulted by a 
negro known as Jim Brown. The young 
lady, terribly shocked from the awful, 
brutal treatment, made her way home and 
fell in a faint at the threshold of her 
father’s residence. The truth of the hor- 
rible story soon dawned on the mind of 
her father, and he was not long in organ- 
izing a posse. A search was at once com- 
menced for the brute. A message was 
sent to the sheriff of Jefferson county and 
deputies were sent to the county line to 
meet the negro if he attempted to get into 
this commonwealth. All night the woods 
were closely searched, but the negro was 
not overtaken. The search was continued 
this morning. 

Miss Garrett, who is well known in Bir- 
mingham, and related to some of the best 
families here, is a young lady of consid- 
erable accomplishments. She is said to be 
in a horrible condition from the cruel as- 
sault, and her life is despaired of. There 
is much indignation in the community, 
and broad talk is heard of burning at the 
stake if the right negro is overtaken and 
identified.

STATUS OF THE REVENUE ACT 


Courts May Have To Decide a Ques- 
tion Raised in North Caro- 
lina—Is a Novel Case. 


Raleigh, N. C., May 8.—(Special.)—The 
positive statement was made yesterday 
that the privately owned cotton oil mills 


jin North Carol(na had been bought by the 


cotton oil trusts. Denials are made to- 
day by owners of the Oliver mill at 
Charlotte and the mill at Selma, one of 
the owners of the latter saying none of 
the mills have been sold. 

The state textbook commission devoted 
today to hearing arguments, twentv-three 
publishing houses having each a speaker. 
Argument. will’ be completed tomorrow. 
Each speaker is heard privately. Some 
of the most prominent men of the state 
are among the speakers. 

Lieutenant Governor Turner savs the 
present revenue act which came from the 
house was amended by the senate by for- 
ty-three amendments. In these the house 
refused to concur. <A conference com- 
mittee recommended that the housé con- 
cur in thirty-six amendments and the 
senate recede from seven. The report 
was adopted. The contention now is that 
the amendments were such material al- 
terations of the bill that under the con- 
stitution they would have to be adopted. 
On the roll call on three distinct days 
this course was not taken. Turner says 
he called the attention of a senator to 
the matter at the time, but nothing was 
done, as the session was nearly ended. 
Now the point is raised that the bill is in- 
valid. Turner says he does not see what 
the public gains by making this point, 
as the bill as it passed the house, or the 
bill as amended by the senate, must 
stand, and the senate amendments were 
all conservative, so that if the amend- 
ments are knocked out, the taxes im- 
posed Will be much higher. It is a nov- 
el case in North Carolina. Some persons 
say the courts must decide it. Some hint 
that a special legislative session may be 
necessary. 


A THIRD ONE IS IN THE FIELD 


Hon. Francis I. Osborne Also a Can- 
didate for Pritchard’s Place. 
Charlotte, N. C., May 8.—(Special.)—A 
third candidate to succeed Senator Pritch- 
ard is Hon, Francis I. Osborne, of Char- 


Totte, N. C. 

With a mind trained to grasp the good 

and bad' points of legislation, and a broad 
comprehension of all classes of legislation, 
this gentleman is known from one end 
of the state to the other as the most bril- 
liant and eloquent lawyer. He is a 
brother of the district attorney of New 
York city. He is a democrat of the most 
rigid type, and has always been found in 
the thickest of the fray when the success 
of the party was involved. He was born 
in Charlotte, N. C., May 29, 1853; gradu- 
ated from the Davidson college in 1872 and 
then took a special course at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. He afterwards read law 
under Judge Richmond Pearson, who was 
acknowledged to be the ablest law instruc- 
tor in the south, as many of North Car- 
olina’s ablest lawyers. of today will tes- 
tify. Mr. Osborne’s father, Judge James 
W. Osborne, was a man greatly beioved 
not only in his community, but through- 
out the state. In 1879 Mr. Osborne was 
elected mayor of Charlotte, an honor 
which came beforé he was twenty-six 
years old. His popularity asa lawyer had 
grown so that in 1882 he was elected solic- 
itor of the eleventh judicial district; was 
re-elected the second time, and held the 
position for ten years. By these ten years 
as eolicitor, he gained a state reputation, 
and in 1892 he was ncminated and elected 
by the democratic party attorney general 
of the state. He was renominated in 1396, 
was beaten bv the “fusionists,” as was 
the entire state ticket. Mr. Osborne has 
since been engaged in the practice of his 
profession in Charlotte. His career in the 
North Carolina senate is not only known 
to the people of this state, but to many 
of the southern states. 
‘His great speech in the impeachment 
trial of the supreme court judges onty a 
few weeks ago is said to be the finest 
speech that has been heard in the state 
chamber for many years, and has only 
added eatly to his already magnificent 
record as a statesman and brainy man.

There- 
fore the first work was the education of 
teachers who should go out into Union, 
and Towns, and White, and Rabun, and 
the other adjoining counties and call 
upon the people as the Baptists did of 
old, that a new dispensation was at 
hand. Of the 2,000 pupils the greater part 
were pushed out, incomplete it is true, 
but in order to start the movement. Al- 
ready the answer has come! The white- 
painted schoolhouse adorns an hundred 
hills! President Stewart stands as the 
beacon light in a great awakening, and 
it is well that he has the youth as well 
as the ability to carry his work through. 
Last Christmas two marriages were cel- 
ebrated—one in Union, the. other in 
Towns.

Checks, drafts, bills of lading, 
cash discounts, interests and. commission 
—all are carried through with the precis- 
ion of a business house. One of the 
bears of the exchange has undertaken 
the formation of a trust in grain, but 
he i# being closely watched, even if it 
is a game of play. The scientific and the 
chemical courses are full-and elaborate. 
The present of a large number of vines 
by Judge Gober has introduced botany 
in its larger relation. The preparation 
of the ground, the planting and all the 
work to come after, has been undertaken 
by the students. President Stewart is 
anxious to enlarge upon this useful field. 
in which it is to be hoped that he will 
be seconded bv the faculty. The college 
came into existence in answer to a 
special need; it would have been abol- 
ished long ago had it not been for the 
prominence of this. special need, and 
this same need of agricultural, botanical 
and other useful Knowledge cannot be 
too strongly emphasized. President 
Stewart has a clear understanding of 
the needs of tne people and can dea 
work leading into the centuries if his 
policy is sustained by those associated 
with him. 

In this connection there is a great 
ovvortunity ahead of north Georgia from 
the rassage by congress of the bill to 
establish schools ofemining and metallur- 
gy. Every Georgia congressman and 
senator should join in pushing this bill. 
Its passage would eive the north Georgia 
college $9,000 a year, which, added to the 
free use of the mining and electrical 
plants of the mining companies and the 
adjacenev of the mines—within a mile— 
would make this the best school of. met- 


‘allurgy in the country. 


Ail northeast Georgia is alive with en- 
thusiasm. The white man is about to 
take charge of things and to make him- 
self felt. He knows his needs and pro- 
poses to satisfy them, He has'slept, but 
he will sleep no longer! 

' A Student Speaks. 

Mr. S. O. Harris, one of the students, 
says: 

“The north Georgia Agricultural Col- 
lege is co-educational and has the honor 
of being the first state institution to 
award a diploma to a young lady. Co- 
education is undoubtedly a good thing. 
It is not wise to say that the young la- 
dies of Georgia should not be allowed to 
enter all the state institutions, They do 
so here and have often proved their abil- 
ity to compete Avith the boys in every de- 

artment. Inf proportion to their num- 

r, they regeive more honors than do 
the young gnen. Within the last four 
years, althHugh very few in_ number, 
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of the Georgia legislature $5,000 was ap- 
propriated for the erection of a girl's 
dormitory. The dormitory will be built on 
the college campus and willaccommodate 
forty girls. 

“One of the best features of the college 
is its excellent military department. The 
value of the military training is not eas- 
ilv estimated. To quote from our tata- 
logue: ‘It is justly claimed by the au- 
thorities of this college that a military 
training assists not only the body, by 
straightening and hardenin<@ it, but hab- 
its of attention and mental concentra- 
tion are developed; neatness, order, sys- 
tem. punctuaiity, are imvnosed, and the 
pupil is schooled in self-restraint, self- 
mastery, in prompt obedience, in submis- 
sion to law and authority, and in the 
exercise of authority.’ 

“This is. distinctly the poor. boy’s 
school. It is a place where he may come 
for the benefits of a higher education at 
a very little cost. Fully one-half of the 
boys now in schoo] are ‘messing.’ This 
method costs them from $.00 to $7.00 per 
month.

My provisions cost me 
from $3.00 to $4.00 ner month, and in this 
way the cost of a,year’s schooling sel- 
dom exceeds $100. f a voung man does 
not desire to ‘mess’ he can obtain board 
in the dormitory at $8.00 per month, or 
of — boarding houses at $10.00 to

the Monroe doctrine, something she 
would have to do whether she desired 
to or not, and certainly nothing can 
be more clearly to her interest. The 
second “demand” has the same pur- 
pose; it is that the Cuban government 
shall protect itself and its people in a 
business sense, and shall thereby pre- 
vent the possibility of outside inter- 
ference in her affairs at any time. The 
third “demand” has troubled some of 
the Cubans through their misunder- 
standing of the spirit which inspired it, 
but they now see tha; it, too, is solely 
in the interest of a stable government 
in Cuba, such a stability as every Cu- 
ban should desire. 

Of the others only the fifth and sev- 
enth can have given rise to any criti- 
cism. Both are to the interest of Cuba 
as they are to the interest of ~ the 
United States. The magnificent results 
already attaineq by the health officers 
of this government must be appreciated 
by all thoughtful Cunoans; and as for 
naval coaling stations, it must be ap- 
parent that these would operate for 
Cuba’s protection as well as for the 
protection of the coast of the United 
States. 

It was to reach this better under- 
standing of the meaning of these de- 
mands that the Cubans came to Wash- 
ington. There had been a systematic 
effort to poison their minds through 
misinterpretation of this act of con- 
gress, and the Cubans did the wise 
thing in sending their representative 
men to headquarters to see for thém- 
selves. The result demonstrates the 
wisdom of the act..

If conditions are not favorable to an- 
nexation at this time, and it is evident 
the Cubans do not regard them so, this 
“republic with the amendment” is cer- 
tainly the next best thing.

& small factory as the result of a de- 
fective wire which could have been 
mended at comparatively little cost. 
But the prudent foresignt which guards 
against serious mishaps by taking care 
of apparently insignificant things was 
wanting in the reguiation of the estab- 
lishment, and today Jacksonville is 
suffering the consequences in an‘ag- 
gregate loss of not less than $10,000,000.

_ When Mr. Bryan suggested in his. 
Commoner that, the logical republican 
nominee for the presidency was Sen- 
ator Hanna, some republican news- 
papers showed a disposition to resent 
it. They declared, in effect, that Mr.

Just why the suggestion should have 
been so promptly resented we could 
not clearly understand, for cértainly 
Senator Hanna is no worse than his 
party.

He has proved not only his ability, but 
his character for clean-cut, straight-for- 
ward dealing, which only those who know 
him intimately can realize. Time and 
again, when questions have grisen in the 
councils of the party which old stagers 
at the game of politics have been una- 
ble to solve, he has invariably been able 
to overcome the difficulty with some 


precise, clean-cut suggestion. which as- 


tonished everybody present. 

The boom in American commercial af- 
fairs is only a fulfillment of Mr. Hanna’s 
predictions made in 1896, during the first 
McKinley-Bryan campaign.

Whether titis talk of Secretary Heath 
may or may not be significant of a 
Hanna movement, as it is certain to be 
interpreted, there is no doubt that the 
man who does the talking reflects what 
a@ good many republicans are -thinking. 
Senator Hanna has grown gréatly in 
their .estimation. The old-time poli- 
ticians who sneered at him when he 
first essayed party management learned 
in the first McKinley’ campaign that 
he. was the man of all men to handle 
the forces-of their party; the second. 

campaign saw not only a repetition of 
his skill as a manipulator, but brought 
him out as a campaign speaker, and a 
popular one at that: .

J. L, Wer & Co. Atlanta agents for 
the bankrupt Manhattan Fire Insurance 
Company. announce that. they will protect 
ali-their policyholders and pay return 
premiums out of their own pockets. They 
are. of course, not legally bound to do 
this, but feel moray obdligated to protect 
their policyholders. 

The Manhattan Fire Insurance Com- 
Dany on Saturday mailed a notification 
to the New York state insurance depart- 
ment that a receiver is desired by the 
officers and a large number of the share- 
holders. The communication sent to the 
superirttendent reads as follews: 

“We, the undersigned, being holders of 
the number of shares of stock of the Man- 
hattan Fire Insurance Company set op- 
posite pur respective names, do hereby 
request that your department take imme-. 
diate action ‘to liquidate the affairs of the 
said Manhattan Fire Insurance Company. 

“Since the stockholders’ meeting of 
May 3, 1901. conditions have arisen that, 
in the interest of the creditors and stock- 
holders of the said company, the immedi- 
ate appointment of a receiver and the 
taking possession of the affairs of the 
company by some one having judicial 
sanction have become imperative. and we 
appeal to vou to take immediate action 
thereon.’ 

In his letter accompanying the above 
Mr. W. B. Ellison, counsel for the Man- 
hattan Fire. ‘said. 

“At the meeting of stockholders of the 
(Manhattan Fire Insurance Company, held 
on May 1, 191, the president, Mr. Myers, 
Surzested that we immediately apply to 
you for the liquidation of the company, 
and incidental] thereto that there be im- 
mediately appointed a receiver. This sug- 
xestion was made under mv advice as 
counsel for the company. There was, how- 
ever, an element that desired an exami- 
nation of the books before taking any 
Such action, and this, notwithstanding 
the nature of your examination and your 
requisitions. The views of the latter pre- 
vailed. and the meeting was adjourned 
until May Sth. 

“Owing, however, to a pressure of cer- 
tain creditors, and owing to what is now 
made quite clear—that a liquidation is 
imperative—the inclosed request upon you 
was sent to me this morning by the com- 
pany. and I now forward the same to 
you. You will observe that while the 
number of shares signed do not represent 
quite a majority of the stock, the stock- 
holders signing, in person or by proxy, 
are the president. vice president, general 
manager and secretary. Personally. I am 
of the opinion that prompt action should 
be taken in response to the request.” 

It is known that a number of. the trans- 
acticns leading up to the downfall of the 
Manhattan Firé were grossly irregular 
and much litigation, civil and otherwise. 
is hkely to ensue during. the next few 
months. 

Mr. Riley said yesterday: “Our office 
‘wrote the largest business of any agency 
of the Manhattan in the southern states. 
We have something over 1,000 policies in 
force. The company’s condition is a great 
surprise to us. as we had supposed it 
financially good. We are quite busy can- 
ctling all poltcies in force and have noti- 
fied our patrons to bring them in and we 
would give them credit for the unearned 
premiums at pro rata rates. Of course 
there is no legal! obligation on our part 
to stand this loss. but we feel morally 
bound to protect the people who entrusted 
their business to our care.’’

CEREMONY VERY BRILLIANT 


Baltimore, Md., May 8.—Sehbastian Mar- 
tinelli, titular archbishop of Ephesus and 
Cardinal-elect of the Church of Rome 
today received at the hands of Cardinal 
Gibbons the red beretta and donned the 
robes which will hereafter mark his rank. 

The ceremony, which is the second step 
in his elevation to his new position, 
was marked by all the pomp and brillian- 
cy usually attendant upon such occasions. 
It was held in the venerable cathedral, 
the first edifice of its kind erected upon 
American soil, and in which the first 
American priest and the first American 
bishop were ordained. Among those 
who witnessed it were men and women 
prominent in every walk of life—diplo- 
mats, legislators, educators, journalists 
and ecclesiastic8’, the latter including half 
a ecore of archbishops, half a hundred 
bishops, priests, monks and seminarians. 

The initial step in this ceremony took 
place in the palace of the cardinal imme- 


diately prior to that held in the cathedral ° 


and consisted of the transmission of the 
beretta to Cardinal Gibbons by 
Marchetti, the papal ablegate. Brief ad- 
dresses were made by both the partici- 
pants in this affair. 

Brilliant Procession. 


While this was in progress a procession 
was formed in front of Calvert hall, a 
block away, in which were ranged in the 
order named—the seminarians, priests, 
Franciscan and Augustinian monks, the 
members of the faculty in the Catholic 
university in Washington, abbots, bish- 
ops and finally the archbishops, the purple 
and gold of their rich vestments adding 
brilliancy to the scene. At 10 o’clock 
they moved through Cathedral to Charles 
street, passing the palace of the cardinal, 
where they were joined by his emi- 
nence, clad in full ecclesiastical parapher- 
nalia, who took his plage last in the line. 
Thence the procession moved to the main 
entrance of the cathedral. 

The cardinal-elect meanwhile had en- 
tered the building through a rear door 
and advanced to meet the procession at 
the altar. The cardinal and the cardinal- 
elect saluted each other profoundly and 
each sought the throne provided for him. 
That for Cardinal Gibbons occup\4 the 
gospel side of the altar, while that of 
the cardinal-elect was placed upon the 
epistle side. When they had seated them- 
selves, the papal briefs to Cardinal Gib- 
bons and Cardinal-elect Martinelli were 
read. 

Mer. Marchetti, upon the conclusion of 
the reading of the briefs advanced to 
Cardinal Gibbons’s throne and delivered 
to him an address, to which Cardinal 
Gibbons responded. At its conclusion 
Cardinal Gibbons descended from his 
throne and advanced to the front of the 
altar, accomzanied by his attendants 
bearing thé beretta. Martinelli rose and 
escorted by the member of the noble 
guard and the papal chamberlains, walked 
toward Cardinal Gibbons, before whom he 
knelt and bowed his head. 


Beretta Placed on Head. 


Slowly liftine the beretta from the sil- 
ver salver upon which it rested, Cardinal 
Gibbons unfolded it and held it high in 
order that the congregation might see it. 
Then, stooping, and with what seemed to 
be a softly mumured prayer, he placed it 
upon the head of the cardinal-elect, who 
arose, and, advancing to the front of the 
altar, delivered a brief address expres- 
sive. of gratitude for the pontifical favor. 

Having concluded the address, the new- 
ly-made cardinal, who up to this time had 
worn the vestments of an archbishop, re- 
tired to the inner sanctuary and in a few 
moments returned clad in his cardinal’s 
robes. Almost immediately afterward he 
divested himself of these and appeared in 
white and gold vestments of the mass 
in which he was to officiate. Assisted by 
his priests and-deacons, he conducted 
this amid the breathless attention of the 
vast audience. The sermon was deliv- 
ered by Archbishop Ryan, of Philadel- 
phia, after which Cardinal Gibbons pro- 
nounced the benedictidh, and the cere- 
mony was ended. 

Archbishop Ryan, in his sermon, allud- 
ed to the independence of the papacy. He 
said the pope must be free from inter- 
ference on the part of all governments; 
he is too big a man to be the subject 
of any power. At the close of his ser- 
mon the archbishop asked God’s blessing 
upon the United States.

Pekin, May 8.—The foreign ministers to- 
day decided to address a cPlect.8e note 
to the Chinese government informing it 
that a joint indemnity of 450,000,000 taels 
would be demanded, and asking what 
methods of payment is proposed. A reply 
is expected at the end of the week, which 
will probably propose to meet the in- 
demnity by raising the customs tariff. 

It is considered likely that the powers 
will assent to some such measure in re- 
turn for concessions on the part of China 
in the shape of a total abolition of the 
likin, the placing of import duties on a 
gold basis, really free navigation of Chi- 
nese waters and the removal] of. impedi- 
ments to navigation and the tax at Woo- 
sung. 

The ministers were unable to agree as to 
the desirability of opening the whole em- 
pire to trade and residence, some of them 
holding that it would be asking China to 
assume too great responsibility, and that 
under the present system of government 
it would be impossible to guarantee the 
safety of the numerous foreigners who 
would flock into the interior if the empire 
were entirely opened.

Chicago, May 8.—Dr. C. H. Gilbert, pro- 
fessor of the ‘New Testament literature 
and interpretation in the Chicago Theo- 
logical seminary, has been removed from 
his position by the directors, who today 
said that Dr. Gfbert’s teachings were 


heretical. 

The charges were first brought against 
the author two years ago by Rev. Mr. 
Carr, of Stillman Valley, who declared 
that the ‘“‘Revelations of Jesus’’ contains 
passages contrary to the creed of the 
seminary. 

He said “The ideal pre-existence of 
Christ’’ was not to be accepted as de- 
scribed in the book. 

This Dr. Gilbert emphatically denied 
and asked leave to prepare a second vol- 
ume further elucidating his meaning. He 
Was granted a year leave of absence and 
recently the advance sheets of this book 
were placed in the hands of tae directors. 

After reading the two books as a whole 
yesterday, no one was found to still ad- 
vance a charge that the professor’s teach- 
ings were heretical. There still remained 
a feeling, however, that the seminary. 
would be better without the author of the 
troublesome books and action was ac- 
cordingly taken along that line. Neither 
Mr. Carr, who brought the original ac- 
cusation, nor Dr. Gilbert was present at 
the sessions of the directors. 

The board meetings yesterday and to- 
day were conducted with great secrecy, 
It is said that a hot discussion began yes- 
terday afternoon and lasted far into the 
night and that it was again taken up 
this morning, the nev. W. E. Barton 
leading a spirited defense of the accused 
teacher. Dr. Gilbert was popular with 
his pupils and a number of them have 
threatened to leave the seminary and go 
elsewhere as a result of the decision 
The report gives the reason for the pro- 
fesser’s dismissa] thus: 

“For the good of the seminarv and of 


‘Dr. Gilbert.” 


It concludes with the highest commen.

Christiar and remarks “his conscientious 
loyalty to the truth as it has been given 
him to see the truth.’’ 

In a letter from Dr. Gilbert to the di- 
rectors he pleads that today’s view of the 
Bible’s teaching is not necessarily wrong 
because it is contrary to the view of fifty 
years ago. 


CONVICT’S PETITION IS DENIED 


Flagged a Train, Prevented Wreck 


and Wanted a Pardon. 

-Fackson, _ Miss., May 8.—(Special.)—A 
puzzling question that presents itself just 
how in connection with the management 
of the Mississippi penitentiary is as to 
what constitutes ‘“‘a meritorious act of 
public service,”’ within the meaning of the 
code section which permits the pardon of 
a convict for rendering such a service. 

At the last meeting of the board of con- 
trol a petition was presented asking a 
pardon for a convict named John Carey, 
who discovered a broken rail on the Ya- 
zoo and Mississippi Valley road several 
weeks ago shortly before the time for the 


passing of the regular passenger train, 


and by hurrying down the track several 
hundred yards he succeeded in making the 
engineer see his signals and the train was 
stopped within a few feet of where the 
rail had been broken. When the ques- 
tion was submitted to a vote two mem- 
bers cast.their ballots in favor of it and 
two ballots were cast in the negative. 
Governor Longino decided the matter by 
voting in the negative. 

Several months ago a prisoner was re- 
leased from the penitentiary under the 
“meritorious act of public service” clause 
by informing on another convict who had 
hatched a very clever plot to escape. Dur- 
ing the McLaurin administration a con< 
vict was pardoned who had remained in 
the prison during the yellow fever epi- 
demic and practically managed a portion 
of the affairs of the mstitution. These

There were also present represent- 
ing the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, which has already made its re- 
turns, President E. Woodruff, Vice Presi- 
Gent T. K. Glenn and Attorney John Tye. 
‘Councilman Reed said that the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Conipany had out- 
Standing $2,000,000 of stock and $5,000,000 
of bonds.

The value of fran- 
chises, he said, might be deduced by sub- 
tracting the actual cost of the property

Brief speeches on the subject were made 
also by Alderman Johnson and Council- 
man Kontz, and the conference was con- 
cluded without any definite decision hav- 
ing been reached as to what steps would 
be taken. | 

Comptroller General Wright informed 
the committee that in case of dissatisfac- 
tion with returns, the matter would prob- 
jaibly have to be settled by arbitration, He

the Atlanta Rai:way and Power Company 
Was arrived at by arbitration in 1899, and 
said a similar mode of procedure would

HERE FROM PHILIPPINES 


Major Dr. Luther B. Grandy, lately ar- 
rived from the Philippines, reached At- 
lanta Tuesday night and is visiting at 
the home of ‘Alfred G. Smart, 263..Peach- 
tree street. | . . 

To a representative of The Constitution 
(Major Grandy talked interestingly last 
night anent conditions in Aguinaldo land. 
He was stationed the past year at the 
town of Balingag, in the province of 
Bulocan, fifty miles north of Manila, on 
duty with the Thirty-fifth regiment, 
United States volunteers. In addition ta 
holding the rank of major, Major Gran- 
dy was surgeon of the regiment. He left 
the archipelago on the 16th of last 
March, touching for three days at Naga- 
saki, Japan, and@ thence to San Francisco, 
where the regiment landed the li4th of 
April, and was mustered out May 24. 

The Thirty-fifth regiment, Colonel Ed- 
ward H. Plummer commanding, saw con- 
siderable active service in the Filipino 
war, and made an admirable record, It 
was made up of Washingtonians and 
went out from the Vancouver barracks, 

“Bverything is quieting down in the 
Phitippines,” said Major Grandy, “and 
the islands can now with truth be said 
to be well on the road to pacification. 


Aguinaldo’s capture practically disposes 
of the military campaign and leaves it 
more a matter of civi] reconstruction. Of 
course small roving bands of.so-called in- 
surgents, led by semi-bandit chiefs,. will 
make forays from the mountains for 
months to come, harrassing the remote 
farms and villages. but they will not cut a 
figure that can be dignified by the term 
of war.’’ $ 

Contrary to newspaper reports, Major 
Grandv declared the health of the Amer- 
ican army was excellent in his observa- 
tion. “TherU was no more _ sickness 
among the men,’’ said he, ‘‘than would be 
among the same number of soldiers in 4 
campaign in the United States. Natur- 
ally the most prevalent disease was ma- 
larial fever, which is epidemic all over the 
archipelago, the natives not being im- 
mune. Its most serious attendant is dys- 
entery. Typhoid fever is very uncommon, 
Hight per cent will represent the sick list, 
as the published reports show.” 

Major Grandy spoke highly of the peace- 
fu] character and temperate habits of the 
masses of the islanders. He said he did 
not see an intoxicated Filipino while 
there.

The bear panic in Northern: Pacific was the 
impelling cause of the demoralized rush to sell 
other stocks, which was held in check for a 
time after the astounding opening in Northern 
Pacific, but which gained dlmost. panic. foree 
Prices were not toppled 
over as a direct result of calling of loans and 
forced liquidation, such as aften ¢e¢ulminate a 
period of over speculation. althougW thére was 
a very general broadening of margins and 
added severitv in the scrutiny of collateral. as 
was inevitable in the uneasy conditions pre- 
vailing, but it was evident that the holders of 
long stocks were holding their stocks tenacious- 
ly and were waiting to be actually forced out. 
The punishment which was being inflicted on 
the shorts in Northern Pacific was so dis- 
tressing an example as to keep the bears in a 
timid frame of mind, and they hesitated to 
attack the market.
